Washington, March 1.—An early . 


unfavorable vote on ratification of thf 
peace treaty was forecast in the senate 
toCay when Republican leaders, reply- 
ing to the demands of the treaty's ir- 
reconcilable Republican opponents reaf- 
firmed their decision not to accept any 
change of substance or of language in 
the Republican reservation to Article. 10. 


Both sides concede that enough Dem- 
ocratic senators to defeat ratification 
are determined to stand with President 
Wilson and vote against the treaty un- 
less the Article 10 qualification is mod- 
ified. The Republican opposl-tien to the 
treaty was followed by evidences that 
ail the* elements In the senate fight 
would cooperate to end debate and let 
the treaty issue go undecided Inio the 
campaign. 
Some of the leaders predicted a final 
vbte by Thursday But others thought It 
would not come before the first of next 
week. 


Under the agreement between the Re-1 
publican leaders and the lireconeilaMssJ 
the latter will not carry out the pro-' 
posed program of prolonged debate. 
They will support the Republican' res- 
ervation program as they did at the 
last session, but will vote, as they did 
then, against ratification. Today's de- 
cision grew out of a conference between 
the Republican leader.

AMERICAN GOODS 


C. E. Lynn of Newark 


Finds Ready Sale For 
American Made Machin- 
ery In Orient. 


C. E. Linn of this city, who former- 


ly resided in CJranvllle street, but who 
tor the past year with his wife has re- 
sided in Shanghai, China, where he Is 
engaged in selling milling machinery 
for a Minneapolis firm, ha* written E. 
J. Maurath. well known coal dealer of 
this city, that he has been meeting 
with much success in the Orient. 


Linn states that he landed at Shang- 


hai on April 5, 1919. ana up to July 1 
of that year had sold $1,000,000 worth 
of flour machinery alone. 
He states 
.hat the Chinese arc buying very heav- 
ly along any line that comes from 
America, due to the fact of a very high 
rate of exchange which is ln*~the!r fav- 
or. Two years ago the Shanghai tael. 
which is their monetary unit, would 
only buy 55 cents in American money, 
while today's rate of exchange would 
juy $1.65. which is thrqe times as much 
as formerly and the rate lias been as 
high as (1.75. 
As the American Trading company 


in China only sells for American 
money, the high rate enables the Chi- 
nese to buy three times as much as 
formerly. The exchange business is 
very good for the Americans in China 
who are on a gold salary, which is 
mostly the case, as with a fixed rate 
of 55 cents to the tael and the exchange 
at $1.65. they get three times as much 
salary, ar.d every 
spare 
tael 
the 
Americans can get their hands on goes 
into gold. 
Linn states that they have had a 


most delightful winter and that

thermometer has 
never been 
more 


than 20 degrees above zero with not 
even a spit of snow, and that they are 
thankful for the mild temperature as 
coal is retailing at $38 per ton.

IS TRANSFERRED 


Property Passes to Salva- 


tion Array For Communi- 
ty Service Work In New- 
ark — Repairs Will Be 
Made. 


The Newark branch of the Salvation 


Army now owns a new home, the old 
Ludlow Hotel building in North Fourth 
street having been turned over to the 
army after having been bought by the 
executive committee of the Elk Salva- 
tion Army Service fund, which managed 
a campaign last spring to solicit money 
for the purpose. 
The property was owned Jointly by 


Atty. Jas. R. Fitzglbbon and his broth- 
er, Win. 3. Piugibbon. and the price 
paid waa $20,000 in cash. The negotia- 
tions were conducted by A. P. Hess. 
chairman of the committee and In 
charge of the campaign for funds, and 
to whom is due much credit for the suc- 
cessful conclusion of the effort of the 
Elks, following over a half dozen drives 
for funds during the late war, and Brig- 
adier D. E, Dunham, of the southern 
district of Ohio, acting for the national 
organization of the army. The property 
is now leased* by Paul Bowser who con- 
ducts a hotel, baths and athletic club 
and gymnasium. 
Possession will be 


given the new owners April 1. 
The Elk drive netted approximately 


$21,000, which included a budget for the 
army of 
$5,500. 
There were 3,000 
pledges and 500 of them are yet unpaid. 
The largest subscriptions were for $500, 
there being two of them, and the re- 
mainder averaged $5 to $10 each. When 
the Elk teams solicited over the city 
they reported hundreds of $1 pledges 
from working men and women, who will 
be pleased to know that they have as- 
sisted in making it possible for the 
local army to at last have an ideal 
home. 
The new property will be Improved 


throughout and this will cost about 
$5,000, Brigadier Dunham stated today. 
The Ludlow is a three story brick build- 
ing* with a basement. It consists of 22 
and as soon as the architect draws up 
the plans the work will begin. It is 
the intention to tear out the middle 
stairway giving much more space and 
this will permit of stairs on the north 
and south side of the building. 
The basement will be converted into 
a gym with possibly a swimming pool. 
The-hall for services and lectures will 
be on the first floor and will seat 200 
people. 
A store room will also be 


fitted out on this floor and possibly a 
day nursery and relief department to 
take care of the goods to be distributed 
by the army. 
The second floor will be fittted out as 
a home' for the officers and rooms for 
transient women, while the third floor 
will be converted into rooms for trans- 
ient men and will also have shower 
baths and a reading room and every- 
thing will be made as homelike as pos- 
sible. Children of women compelled to 
go out to work will be taken care of at 
the nursery and luncheon furnished 
them. 
A Home League for poor women will 


be organized and will meet once a week 
in the hall, where they will hear lec- 
tures on horn* economy and be given 
instructions In'sewing, cooking and bak- 
ing and taught how to make the home 
more cheerful and inviting. 
The home will have to be completely

Among his many 
accomplishment*, Benjamin Frank- 
lin was the author of the thrift 
maxims that appeared 
in "Poor 
Richard's 


Almanac" for 1757. 


Although 
these 


maxims are 163 yean 
old, they are just as 
true to-day as they 
were 
in the great 


Franklin's time. 
As 


in 
1757, 
individual 


contentment, well be- 
ing and worthwhile 
success can be won 
only by abiding by 
the 
rules 
of these 


sound maxims. Here 
are some of them: 


Dost thou love life? Then do 


not squander time, for that is the 
stuff life is made of. 


Plough 
deep while sluggards 


sleep. 


Never leave that till to-morrow 


what you can do to-day. 


A little neglect may breed mis- 


chief ; for want of a nail the shoe 
was lost; for want of a shoe the 
horse was lost; for want of a horse 
the rider was lost. 


This advice, while it may seem 


trite, is nevertheless sound and 
logical, and if practiced to-day 
would be of incalculable benefit to 


our people. Franklin, one of the 
earliest exponent* of thrift, prac- 
ticed what .he preached.

old Benjamin Franklin began the 
practice of saving and he became 
the richest man in America. He 
was the founder of the,great Uni- 


versity of Pennsyl- 
vania, organized a big

generation. 


If 
Franklin 
had 


not been thrifty he 
could never have ac- 
complished what he 
did. As a monument 
to posterity he left • 
university for the up- 
lifting and the up- 


building of American youth. 
And 


it should be remembered 
that 


Franklin was never a miser. When 
he practiced thrift he had in mind 
the good of mankind rather than 
any mercenary desires. Like other 
great public spirited Americans 
who have followed him in the suc- 
cessive generations, he spent most 
of his fortune in the interest of the 
public. Benjamin Franklin's exam- 
ple of thrift may well be emulated 
in these days of wastefulness anfl 
selfishness. In addition to worldly- 
goods, he was rich in good cheer, 
influence, brains and good health.'

POLICY OF CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 


REGARDING INDUSTRIAL CONCERNS 


LOCATED OR TO BE LOCATED HERE 


The present administration of the 


Chamber of Commerce entered office 
June 21, 1919, or a little over seven 
months ago and will continue until 
April IS, 1920. During this time it has 
concentrated to a very large extent 
upon the 
industrial development of 
Newark. 


Its policy in this matter has been 


two-fold, viz., that of assisting 
any 


local industries 
already in our midst 


and bringing in desirable new indus- 
tries. Pursuant to this policy every 
local concern already doing business 
'in Newark, which desired the assist- 
ance in any wise of the Chamber of 
Commerce, was given a prompt and 
sympathetic 
hearing 
and assistance 
has been given in one way or the other 
to four out of the five applicant* who 
have brought their cases before the 
Chamber. 


One of these has been allowed a loan 


of $10,000 from the Industrial Fflnd of 
the Chamber of 
Commerce, and is 
completing plans for a new building 
which this $10,000 will assist to erect 


The Pharis Tire and Rubber com 


pany has been assisted by the Cham 
ber in the sale of their issue of pre 
ferred stock to the amount of $225, 
000 in the following way: First, 
the 
chamber sanctioned their stock issui 
and publicly recommended this stock to 
the citizenship of the city and county 
In addition to this, it furnished the 
Pharis company a committee of three 
men to meet with the officers of the 
Pharis company and assist actively in 
the direction of the campaign which 
resulted in the sale of such stock to 
the amount mentioned. 
Another Newark industry applied for 
assistance which 
the Chamber was 


preparing to try to give when fron 
other sources help was received anc 
the company relieved the Chamber of 
any further efforts in its behalf. Up to 
date five concerns have' constituted the 
extent to which local concerns have re 
quested assistance; should there be any 
others, their cases will be promptly 
taken under consideration and such as 
sistance as is possible will at once be 
given. 
This policy has been carried 


out faithfully by the Chamber because 
It is the belief of the present adminis 
tration that its duty is first of all to 
assist the local industries already with 
in our midst.

policy of the Chamber, as already men 
tioned, is to bring new Industries to 
Newark; along this line the result la 
as follows: The first new company 
brought here was The Moore Tool and 
Machine company, a merger of the 
Otto N. Moore company of Indianapo- 
lis, Ind., and The Moore Manufactur 
ing company of Newark, which latter 
company was organised through the 
efforts of the Chamber of Commerce in 
1918. 
This new company, The Moore 


Tool and Machine company, will en 
large this industry in Newark about 
300 per cent. In the process of this 
deal it was necessary to sell $85,000 
worth of common stock of The Moore 
Tool and Machine company. To bring 
this about, the Chamber offered this 
stock to its membership and the public 
at large without any recommendation 
one way or the other, with the resuli 
that the stock was quickly subscribed 
for and the company came here. 


The next industry 
was The Cree 
Becker Company. This company con 
slated of a consolidation brought about 
largely through the negotiations of the 
Chamber of the 
Cree company 01 
Utica, O., and The Eureka Tool and 
Machine company of Winchester, Ky. 
This company has purchased Its site 
in East Newark near the Heisey plant 
and has plans for becoming an exten- 
sive and desirable company to our city 
The third new industry brought to 


Newark is the Halladay Motors Corpor- 
ation, builders of the Halladay automo- 
bile. The requirement of thte company 
was a suitable site which the Chamber 
of Commerce secured and will pay tor 
through public subscriptions; the com- 
pany stating that they were under con- 
tract with the Corporate Finance Com- 
pany of Chicago to finance them to the 
extent of 11.000.000.00 through the sate 
of stock, and no request was made for 
any assistance in this matter. The site 
lies in Bast Newark, near Madison 
Heights along the Pennsylvania track 
and consists of between 9 and 10 acres 
of land. In return for this land the 
Halladay Motors Corporation has con 
tracted with the Chamber of Commerce 
to erect a one story building containing 
48,000 square feet of floor space and 
to equip for the manufacture of ten 
cars per day, and these conditions are 
to be met before the deed for the bind 
is turned over to them. 
As has been generally known the 
Chamber of Commerce has been carry- 
Ing on negotiations for several weeks 
with the owners of the Jewett Car 
company plant and the Elgin Motor Car 
Corporation with a view to having the 
hitter company take over the plant for 
he purpose of manufacturing automo- 
bile bodies. 
The Chamber endeavored to 


from the owners of the property terms 
which were insubstantial 
agreement 


with those sought by the Elgin Com- 
pany. but during the time consumed in 
carrying on the negotiation*, a matter 
which the Cahmber was unable to con- 
ml. circumstance* relating to the busi- 
ness affairs 'of the Elgin Company 
changed to such an extent that they 
arc considering the advtmMllty of going 
arther with the matter. White nego- 
iatfons are not yet broken off. the 
•rosprcts for bringing the negotiations 
o s successful conclusion do not appear 
o be as hopeful as they were a few 
weeks ago.
